ECENTLY a woman told a group of friends 
R something of her childhood. She said her 
mother had died when she was quite 
young, leaving a brood of children for her father 
to rear. Being a musician, he did what to him was 
a logical thing; he got a musical instrument for 
each one of his children and trained them all in 
orchestra work. Then he started touring the coun- 
try with them. As a result of this there came to the 
family a multitude of experiences that ran the 
gamut from humor to pathos. The group to whom 
the woman told this story listened with relish and 
appreciation, and for the most part concluded that 
her life had been one of enviable adventure. 
The woman told me afterward that in the tell- 
ing of this story and at seeing the reaction of her 
audience she had done something that she had not 
thought possible. She had quit feeling sorry for the 


little girl that had been herself, the little girl that ’ 


for normal childhood experiences had had sub- 
stituted the precarious life that went with uncer- 
tain engagements. She began to think of the 
knowledge, the ability, the versatility, and the 
self-reliance her life had called forth. By looking 
at her childhood through the eyes of her friends 
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instead of through her own regretful ones, she 
found much to appreciate. 

A great many of life’s problems are not depend- 
ent for their solution so much upon a change of 
facts as upon a change of viewpoint. Many a mari- 
tal complication has been transformed because one 
or the other or both of the persons involved have 
been able to acquire a new viewpoint. Many a per- 
son has found happiness in his job that heretofore 
seemed all wrong because he has seen his work, 
his employer, or his co-workers in a new light. 
Enemies have been turned into friends merely by 
his looking upon them in terms of a new insight 
gained in one way or another. Incredibly often an- 
other person’s opinion clarifies our thought and 
Straightens our reasoning. Though within our- 
selves all of us have infinite resources of wisdom, 
love, and understanding to draw upon for the 
solution to our problems, we have never drawn 
upon them in such measure that we have been 
enabled to see life at its fullest and best. 

Through a little girl’s eyes I looked at a nonde- 
script little dog that I had heretofore considered 
an ugly little nuisance and changed my feeling 
about him. My particular aversion to him was the 
result of his carrying tin cans and bones from 
other people’s garbage cans into my yard and leav- 
ing them there. One day close to my window his 
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little girl owner passed with him in her arms, and 
she was saying, ‘You are such a sweet little, good 
little dog; and I love you so much.” Just seeing the 
little dog through her eyes helped me to see some- 
thing of what she saw, and I was thereafter able 
to clean up after him with better grace. 


By the process of thinking man has evolved 
from a state of complete subjection to the environ- 
ment to a state of partial dominion over the con- 
ditions of his life. By thinking man will evolve to 
full dominion and a life of happiness, health, 
peace, and prosperity. But he cannot work at this 
project alone. There is no such thing as a self- 
made man, someone has rightly said, and an analy- 
sis of any well-rounded life will reveal many help- 
ing hands and many constructive influences; it 
will reveal an open pathway to and from the hearts 
of many people. 

The treasure that our neighbor holds in his heart 
may as well enrich ours. He wants to share it with 
us even as we would share our inner wealth with 
him. But the exchange that would be so profitable 
to both depends upon the freedom that we make 
each other feel. This inner self of us with its con- 
victions, its faiths, its love, and its tastes and won- 
derings is seldom if ever fully known. People in 
the closest association more often than not miss the 
joy of true communion with one another. 
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There is no more chilling experience than at- 
tempting to share a cherished thought and having 
it treated with indifference, ridicule, or scorn. 
There is no more warming experience than having 
our thought received with love and interest. If 
our friends could know in advance that we would 
of a certainty give them a warm response they 
could say many things that must otherwise remain 
locked up in their inner selves. 


A little boy once learned something about his 
new pet terrapin that we all need to know about 
one another. He was eager to know, and he grew 
impatient for the head and the legs to come forth 
from inside the shell. He was all ready to see what 
he could do with a stick when his father said, “No, 
that isn’t the way to do it, Son. He will come out 
by himself when he feels that his environment is 
friendly enough. Let’s place him close to the hearth 
so that he can feel its warmth.” The little boy 
doubtfully complied with the suggestion, and in 
a matter of a very few minutes out came the terra- 
pin’s legs and its head, and out of the experience 
came a lesson that the little boy carried into man- 
hood and applied to human relations.

They Made a Contract with God

Y MEMORY carries me back to the time 
VI when I was a little boy living with my 
mother,- father, little brother, and 
grandmother in a house out on Wabash Avenue 
in Kansas City, Missouri. I did not realize then 
that my mother’s health was in a very critical con- 
dition. I knew that my father was lame and wore 
one boot that had a lift some four or five inches 
high fastened to the sole, because I used to put it 
on and hobble around just for fun. I knew that 
Mother did not do much of the housework and 
that my grandmother helped take care of us boys 
and did the cooking. I have been told since that my 
mother was in the advanced stages of tuberculosis 
and that the doctors had given her only a few 
months to live. 

Mother seemed always cheerful and helpful, but 
there came a time when she seemed to grow more 
cheerful. People from the neighborhood began 
coming in to see her. She explained to me that she 
was praying for them. 

It was not until later that I understood what had 
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happened to change Mother from a sickly person 
to one who was well and strong and able to help 
others. It seems that she had been the youngest 
member of a large family that lived in a little 
town in Ohio, and they were all devout church 
members. She had always been very religious but 
had believed that she inherited tuberculosis from 
her earthly parents, because several members of 
her family had succumbed to this disease. She 
thought that it was God’s will for her to be re- 
signed. 


She and Father attended a course of lectures 
given by an out-of-town speaker. This lecturer 
brought out the idea that God is a loving Father 
and that it is not His will that His children be sick 
or suffer. It became clear to her that if God was in 
truth her Father she did not need to inherit disease 
from her earthly parents. She then remembered 
that Jesus had said: “Call no man your father on 
the earth: for one is your father, even he who is 
in heaven.” Thus a new hope and faith were in- 
spired in her heart, and being very sincere in her 
belief in prayer, she began giving thanks to her 
loving Father for her heritage of health. She 
realized that she could not possibly have inherited 
tuberculosis from Him. This filled her with such 
a spirit of enthusiasm and understanding of God's 
life and love that she daily grew stronger. Al- 
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though one of her lungs was supposed to have been 
utterly useless when the doctor examined her, she 
no longer worried about that condition. She lived 
happily for more than fifty years after that. 

My father, Charles Fillmore, had not been par- 
ticularly religious, but he was a very practical man. 
At the time of Mother's healing he was in the real- 
estate business in Kansas City. The very fact that 
Mother had discovered a religion that was practical 
for daily use attracted his attention. He began to 
study the Bible and other religious writings, and 
attended lectures on metaphysics. He spent a great 
deal of time in prayer and silent meditation, and 
many things were revealed to him. By patient 
prayer and meditation he was able to fill out and 
lengthen the withered leg, which had not grown 
since he was twelve years of age, so that he was 
able to wear an ordinary shoe on that foot, and he 
no longer needed to carry a cane. The leg trouble 
had begun with something that was at first diag- 
nosed as rheumatism and that gradually developed 
into tuberculosis of the hip. His health was now 
improved, and he overcame a catarrhal condition 
that had been a handicap to him since childhood. 

He was aware of the presence of God with him 
as he worked, and he decided to give up his real- 
estate business and give full time to God’s work. 
He and my mother wrote out a covenant between 
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themselves and God in which they agreed that they 
would devote themselves and all they possessed 
and ever expected to possess to God’s work, and 
accept in return His love and backing. A facsimile 
of this covenant in my father’s handwriting ac- 
companies this article. 

Because Mother and Father believed that God 
did the healing work, it was impossible for them 
to put a price on it, and they decided to give their 
prayers free of charge to all who asked and to 
accept love offerings for their service, and they 
gave whether such requests were accompanied by 
offerings or not. The prayer and educational work 
begun by them has since encircled the globe, and 
although my father and mother are no longer with 
us in the flesh, the movement that they started is 
growing rapidly and is helping millions of persons. 

This work is known as Unity and is described 
as practical Christianity. My father and mother 
never claimed to teach anything new. They simply 
applied the truths taught in the Bible, especially 
the teachings of Jesus, in a very practical way. 
Father and Mother believed that teachers are neces- 
sary only to help the student find his inner Christ 
so that the Spirit of truth can reveal all truth to 
him. “God is no respecter of persons,” and each 
follower of Christ must ultimately find the Truth 
of God within himself.

What are 
we actually disappointed about? In most cases we 
shall discover that our disappointment arises be- 
cause some circumstance or some person did not 
live up to our expectations. 

We can rise above disappointment, we can even 
come to the point where we do not experience it, 
if we will let go of some of our personal ideas, 
plans, and opinions about persons and situations 
and will take the stand that God is at work in all 
and through all. There can be no disappointment 
when our expectation is from God rather than 
from man. When we trust the Spirit of God in all 
persons, even in those who we feel have failed us, 
we lose the feeling of personal hurt; we feel 
free and happy in ourselves, and we want all other 
persons to be free.
